(AP)—Rain-soaked Italian troops 
today poured into the last of a vast 
northern region from the old Ethi- 
opian frontier to the Takkaze river. 

An official communique announc- 
ed occupation of all the region of 
Degash Mai Nesti as far as the ex- 
treme limit of Wogoro and beyond 
Dongolo, 

Thus they rapidly occupied 
heights commanding the rich plain 
of Makale, their immediate objec- 
tive on their southward drive. 

Staring at dawn in a torrential 
rain, the blackshirts of General Ir- 
ruggero Santini marched 15 miles 
to a point several miles past the 
junction of the Hauzien-Agula- 
Edaga Hamus road. 

When the fascista reached the 
road junction they were on the edge 
of a plateau 7,000 feet above sea 
level, with advance posts still deep- 
er into Ethiopia.

LONDON, Nov. 4.—(4)—Sir Sam- 
wel Hoare, Britain’s foreign secretary, 
@aid tonight the League of Nations is 
ready to look for an honorable settle- 
ment of the Italo-Ethiopian war. 

Hoare vigorously denounced pub- 
lished reports that the British gov- 
ernment planned to strip the League 
of its power for collective action as 
“false electioneering claptrap.” He 
made a campaign speech to his con- 
Stituency in Chelsea. 

Results achieved at Geneva last 
Week, he asserted, came without “any 
pressure from the British govern- 
ment.” 

“The results showed the League 
at its best, for they showed it is 
capable of taking a collective decision 
for collective action and of giving a 
collective stimulus at the’same time to 
any honorable attempts for ending the 
risks and horrors of war.”

A constant menace to even the best 
contract bridge bidding is “duplication 
of values.” I have wrestled with the 
bogey, duplication. of values, from the 
beginning of my bridge researches. 
While I freely confess that it is a 
formidable opponent and one which to 
this day still floors me every so of- 
ten, I feel I also can claim some no- 
table victories. The 4-5 no trump con- 
vention, in my view, decimated its 
prowess, for now we can distinguish 
in the bidding between a king-queen 
combination, which counts one honver 
trick, and an ace, which also counts 
one honor trick, but which is much 
more important in slam bidding. The 
new void-showing bid further weaken- 
ed my opponent. But to my chagrin it 
still is on its feet—groggy perhaps and 
wavering. but still menacing.

MISSISSIPPI VALLEY 


Drop in Mercury Reported 
Throughout Natéen; Snow 
Blocks Highways. 


By The Associated Press. 


Winter, leaving acres of northwest 
fruit and vegetable crops in ruins, 


d its grip Monday night upon 
upper Mississippi valley. 

Snow and ice wrought their depre- 
dations in the west as hurricane winds 
whipped in from the Bahamas, lash- 
ing the southern tip of Florida and 
striking Miami at 76 to 80 miles an 
hour. 

The Pacific northwest counted loss- 
es in frozen fruit, vegetables and 
forage crops in the millions of dol- 
lars. Washington's loss in apples 
alone was estimated from $2,850,000 
upward. Potatoes and cranberries also 
hit hard. 

Sub-freezing temperatures were gen- 
eral west of the Mississippi. 

It was zero at Bismarck, N® D. 
Missouri, drenched by week-end rains, 
was promised freezing temperatures by 
Tuesday morning. Several points in 
Oregon reported 30 below. 


Although there was no immediate 
promise of a definite break, the far 
northwest experienced slightly warmer 
weather. 

Freezing weather blew into Okla- 
homa, Texas and the southwest on a 
strong north wind. Rains were gen- 
eral. There was no immediate pros- 
pect for warmer weather. 

Denver, at 18 degrees above zero, 
was under four inches of snow, A six- 
inch snow fell in the northwest 
Rockies and a protective three-inch 
blanket of white covered wheat in 
parts of Nebraska. Sleet-coated high- 
ways imperiled traffic there. Seven 
inches of snow fell in Idaho. 

California experienced the most ex- 
treme weather of the 
temperatures in the 30’s and lower. 
It was moderately cold in New Mexico 
and on the western slope of the Great 
Divide. 

Cloudiness prevailed in Illinois. At 
Chicago the temperature was 49 de- 
grees, a sharp drop in 24 hours.
